Road Agents of Sandwich. 


Report ef School Board. 


Again the time has arrived for submitting our annual re- 
port of the schools. Taken as a whole, we think the schools 
have been successful. Of course there is always room for im- 
provement in school work as well as in any other avocation, 
and we wish more of our teachers could have a Normal train- 
ing. 

We have had twenty-three weeks of schooling this year, 
an increase of one week over last year, which is little enough, 
as all will admit. There has been considerable said to the 
Board in regard to a high school during the winter months, and 
we think that when the taxpayers give the subject careful 
. thought they will agree that it is a wise course to pursue, as 
there are quite a number of scholars who would gladly avail 
themselves of the privilege of attending such a school who do 
not feel able to go out of town for that purpose. It seems 
as though the townspeople should consider this question, and 
appropriate money to maintain a free high school. 

Most of our school buildings (with the exception of the 
one at Lower Corner, which needs some repairs) are in pretty 
good condition and will not need much done in the way of re- 
pairs for some time. We have finished the introduction of the 
Normal Readers through the town, and have also introduced 
Barnes’ Geography into part of the schools in place of Har- 
per’s, which has been in use for a long time, and think the 
change an improvement. 

There has been a good showing on the roll of perfect at- 
tendance in most of the schools, one hundred and forty-four 
having their names on the roll either the Spring or Fall term; 
but still there is much chance for improvement in this respect. 
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In closing, we feel justified in saying that a general im- 
provement has been observable in all of the schools of the 
town during the year. It has been our desire to secure good 
teachers for all of the schools. In this we have been obliged, 
as a matter of course, to act upon our own judgment, and not 
retain or change teachers on account of the notions of each 
parent or scholar. While there is, perhaps, chance for just 
criticism, we congratulate ourselves on having had a more than 
average corps of teachers in the schools during the year. As 3 
a town we can point with pride to what has been done for edu- 
cation in the past, but let us not be content with this, but 
strive each year for improvement.
